80. (New) The cdmmunirfation system ac6ording to Claim 79, wherein the 
interface comprises a common bus fo\ transmitting data/and commands between the master 
and the cards, and a plurality of select sigp^ls, each of^e select signals connecting the master 
to one of the cards.
